The News is 
going to try to start something or at least give all cooperation 
possible to the Chamber of Commerce and its efforts to build 
a city. Will you not do the same? Will you not at least pay 
your membership dues and attend the meetings of the forum? 
If you can bring an industry here by your efforts, so mu 
the 
better, but most of us cannot do that and must merge our 
efforts and our money with the efforts and money of others 
through the Chamber. 
As we mentioned some time ago, many of the thriving 
cities of the Southwest were built by local capital or by local 
men going out and getting the capital and bringing it in. Nat­ 
urally there were many failures, but there were also many 
wonderful successes. Go into any cotton manufacturing city 
in the Southeast, and generally you will find that industry 
controlled and managed in the main by men who have grown 
to manhood in that section. 
We are not advising people to invest their money in 
questionable enterprises and there is more or less risk about 
any new business. But there are many young men here who 
have an ambition to build a manufacturing plant. 
These men should have the moral and finai^ial support 
of the community, particularly if such a plant means larger 
payrolls for the city. 
Let’s determine now that 1923 will be the greatest year 
for accomplishment in the history of the city.

EQUAL CHANCE FOR ALL 


The story by Mary Johnson, an Alabama girl, “To Have 
and to Hold”, which has been screened by some of the best 
artists on the moving picture stage, is more than a mere love 
story. It recalls some of the many hardships endured by the 
first settlers of the United States who laid the foundation of 
this great nation, and more than all else one sees that leveling 
process by which class distinctions were forgotten and a spirit 
of democracy created upon which rests the safety of any free 
government. 
The caste system of India was scarcely more rigid than 
the class distinctions of Europe until America gave the world 
an example of a nation where the station of a man’s birth 
aid not mark the limitations of his entire life. True, the ideas 
of class distinction brought here from England did not die at 
once, but common dangers and common interests gradually 
brought about a change and one man was regarded as the 
equal of any other. Here his own efforts counted for some­ 
thing and enabled nim to attain stations higher than the plane 
on which he happened to find himself at birth. France follow­ 
ed the example of the United States when 
the 
revolution 
broke out in that country and the revolutionary government 
abolished class distinctions. Napoleon created a nobility when 
he became emperor, but the first duke he created had begun 
life as a private soldier, working his way up to the forefront 
of Napoleon's generals. At the restoration of the Bourbon an 
attempt was made to restore the old order, but the common 
people no longer stood in awe of the royal name and nobility 
and France in time became a democratic nation. The world 
war carried this a step further and today the head of the Ger­ 
man government is a man who spent most of his life as a 
harness maker instead of a kaiser whose ancestors were in 
ancient times believed to be descendants of the war god the 
Germans worshiped. In other countries the same thing has 
occurred and the great leveling has been a world movement. 
Equal rights to all and special priviliges to none is the 
only foundation upon which a government can safely build. 
There are always some to be found who seek to hamper the 
building process by endeavoring to secure special privileges, 
but in the end they always fail, for although the people may 
submit to a great deal, in the end they rise and assert them­ 
selves and once more the building proceeds.

“Plan your garden by the fire/’ 
is the expert advice of D. C. Moor­ 
ing, 
horticultural 
specialists 
with 
the Extension Division of the Ok­ 
lahoma A. and M. College. 
To elucidate more fully, it might 
be well to explain that the mean­ 
ing is not geographic, although, if 
the garden is planted too early, 
proximity to a fire might help to 
keep the young thing from freezing. 
Neither is the suggestion meant to 
conjure up visions 
of 
a 
sultry 
summer afternoon—to get the at­ 
mosphere of conditions as they'll 
exist when the tussei with weeds 
and baked soil is the toughest. 
The idea is that the back yard 
garden, whether it’s to be looked 
upon as a “business” or “game,' 
will be more successful if thought 
out in advance. Seed catalogues are 
available now. Planting time is only 
a few weeks ahead. The fireside 
in February, then, is a good time 
to plan operations. 
"A good garden,” Mooring says,

summer and fall. Summer and fall 
gardens are dependent on the spring 
garden, and the fall garden is espe­ 
cially dependent on the Bummer 
garden.”

sinach, Swill chard, parsnips, parsr- 
ley and beets.

off the old plants and prepare the 
ground for successive crops or keep 
the ground cultivated so it will be 
ready for the fall plantings.”
